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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Synopsis of the Message Trans- 
mitted to Congress, 





On Its Assembling in Regular Session, by 
President Cleveland—A Review of 
Affairs at Home and Abroad 
—Recommentations.

‘ b ASHING fON, Dec. 4.—President Cleveland 

ubmitted his message to congress at noon. It 
begins with the assurance that while our for- 
eign relations have not st all times during the 
Past year be@n enlitely free from perplexity, 
ho embarrassing situation remains that will 
not yield to the spirit of fairness and love of 
justice, which, joined with consistent firmness, 
characterize a truly American foreign policy. 

Lhe outbreak of domestic hostilities in the 
republic of Brasil found the United States 
alert to watch the interests of our citizens in 
that country with which we carry on important 
fommerce. Several vessels of our new navy 
are now, and for some time have been stationed 
at Rio de Janeiro. ‘this country has not seen 
fittotake any other position than that of an 
impartial observer. 

The convention between our government and 
Chili, having for its object the settlement and 
adjustment of the demands of the two coun- 
tries against each other, has been made effect- 
live by the organization of the claims commis- 
sion provided for, and through it a satisfactory 
seitlement Was effected. 

THE CHINESE. 

The Geary law, requiring the registration of 
all Chinese laborers, having been regarded aa 
unconstitutional by eminent lawyers, a test 
case upon proceeding by habeas corpus was 
brought before the supreme court and on May 
15, 1893, a decision was made by that tribunal 
sustaining the law. This, it is believed, will 
induce the Chinese laborers, desiring to reside 
here, to at once avail themselves of the priv- 
ilege and comply with the law. 

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

By article 12 of the general act of Brussels, 
Signed Jaly 2, 1890, for the suppression of the 
slave trade and the restriction of certain in- 
jurious commerce in the independent state of 
Congo and in the adjacent zone of Central Af- 
rica, the United States and the other signatory 
powers agreed to adopt appropriate means for 
the punishment of.persons selling arms and 
ammunition to the natives, and for the confis- 
cahion of the inhibitedarticles. It being the 
plain duty of this government to aid in sup- 
pressing the nefarious traffic, impairing, as it 
does. the praiseworthy and civilizing efforts 
now in progress in that region, the president 
recommended that an act be passed prohibit- 
lng the sale of arms and intoxicants to na- 
tives in the regulated zone by our citizens. 

PXTRADITION TREATIES. 

_Costa Rica having lately testified its friend- 
liness by surrendering to the United States in 
the absence of a convention of extradition up- 
on duly submitted eviflence of ¢riminality, a 
noted fugitive from justice, the president ad- 
vises that treaties for reciprocal extradition 
should be conducted with all those countries 
with which the United Stutes has not already 
conventional arrangements of that character. 

CORDIAL RELATIONS. 

Our relations with the Freach government 
continue to be intimate and cordial, and the 
president sincerely hopes that the extradition 


treaty with that country. as amended by the 
senate. will soon be operative. 
While occassonal questions affecting our 


naturalized citizens returning to the Jand of 
cheir birth have arisen in our intercourse with 
Germany. our relations with that country con- 
tinue satisfactory. 

BRITISH FRIENDSHIP. 

The questions affecting our relations with 
Great Britain have been taken ina spirit of 
friendliness. Negotiations are in progress be- 
tween the two governments with a view to 
such concurrent action as will make the 
award and regulations agreed upon by the 
Behring sea tribunal of arbitration practically 
effective, and it is not doubted that Great 
Britain will co-operate freely with this country 
for the accomplishment of that purpose. 
The dispute growing out of the discrim- 
inating tolls imposed upon the Welland canai 
upon cargoes of cereals bound to and from the 
lake ports of the United States was adjusted 
by the substitution of a more equitable sched- 
ule of rates. 

NICARAGUA, 

Nicaragua has recently passed through two 
revolutions, but American interesis estab- 
lished in that country in connection with the 
canal were not molested. 

The United States is especially interested in 
the successful achievement of the vast under- 
taking this company has in charge. ‘That it 
should be accomplished under distinctively 
American auspices and its enjoyment not 
only assured to the vessels of this country as 
a channel of communication between our At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboards, but to the ships 
of the world in the interests of civilization, is 
a proposition which, in his judgment, does not 
admit of question. 

SAMOAN AFFAIRS. 

Led by a desire to compose differences and 
coutribute to the restoration of order in Sa- 
moa, the United States, departing from ils 
policy, consecrated by a century of observy- 
ance. entered four years ago into the treaty of 
Berlin, thereby becoming jointly bound with 
England and Germany to establish and main- 
tuin Melietoa Laupepepe as king of Samoa. 
It entailed upon the three powers that part of 
the cost of the new government not met by the 
revenue of the islands. Early in the life of 
this triple protectorate the native dissensions 
it was designed to quellrevived. Rivals defied 
the authority of the new king, refusing to pay 


taxes and demanding the election of a 
ruler by the native suffrage. Mze- 
taafa, an aspirant to the throne, 


and a Jarge number of his native adherents 
were in open rebellion on one of the islands. 
Quite lately, at the request of the other powers 
and 1n fulfillment of its treaty obligations, this 
covernment agreed to unite in a joint military 
movement of such dimensions as would prob- 
ably secure the surrender of the insurgents 
without bloodshed. i iz 

The warship Philadelphia was accordingly 
put under orders for Samoa, but before she ar- 
rived the threatened conflict was precipitated 
by King Malietoa’s attack upon the insurgent 
camp. Mataafa was defeated and a number of 
his men killed. The British and German ves- 
sels present subsequently secured the surrender 
of Mataafa and his adherents. The defeated 
chief and ten of his principal supporters were 
deported toa German island of the Marshall 
group. where they are held as prisoners under 
the joint responsibility and cost of the three 
powers. This incident and the events leading 
up to it signally illustrate the impolicy of en- 
tangling alliances with foreign powers. 

HAWAII 

The president says it is hardly necessary for 
him to state that the question arising from our 
relations with Hawail have caused serious em- 
barrassment. He reviews his action in with- 
holding the treaty of annexation negotiated by 
the Harrison administration and his dispatch- 
ing of James A. Blount, of Georgia, to Hono- 
lulu as special commissioner to make an

i RAISED THE GRADE. 

Since the pastage of the act of March 3, 1893. 
authorizing the president to raise the grade of 
our cnvoys to correspond with the rank in 
which foreign countries accredit their 
agents here, Great Britain. France, 
{taly and Germany have conferred upon 
their representatives at the capitol the title of 
embassaddr,and we have responded by accredit- 
ing the agents of the United States in those 
countries with the sane title. 

A like elevation of tnission {s announced by 
Russia, and when made will be similarly met. 
This Step fittingly com >orts with the position 
the United States holds in the fartiily of na- 

REVENUE RECEIPTS. 

It is estimated upon the basis of present 
revenue laws that the receipts of the govern- 
ment for the year ending June 330, 1894, will be 
$430,121,365.38. and its expenditures $458.121,- 
365.38 resulting in a deficiency of $28,00),000. 

On November 1, 1893, the amount ef money 
of all kinds in circulation, or not inciuded ip 
treasury holdings, was $1.718.544,68% an in- 
crease for the year of $112.404,047. Estimating 
our population at 67.426.000 at the time men: 
tioned, the per capita circulation was $25.49. 
On the sume date there was in the treasury 
gold bullion amonnting to $98,657,273 and silver 
bullion which was purchased at a cost of $126,- 
261,553. 

SILVER, 

The purchase of silver under the law of 
July 14, 1890, during the last tiseal year, aggre- 
gated 54,008.162.59 tine ounces, which cost $45,- 
531.374.53. The total amount of silver pur- 
chased from the time law became operative 
until the repeal of its purchasing 
clause, on November 1, 1893. was 168,674,590.46 
fine ounces, which cost #155.930,910,84. Between 
the Ist day of March, 1873, and the Ist day of 
November, 1893, the government purchased un- 
der all laws, 503,003,717 fine ounces of stiver at 
& cost of $516,622,918. he silver dollars that 
have been coined under the act of July 14. 1809, 
humber 36,087.28. The seigniorage arising 
from such coinage was $6,977.098.39, leaving on 
hand in the mints 140,699.760 fine ounces of sil- 
ver, which cost $126,758,218. 

Our total coinage of all metals during the 
last fiscal year consisted of 997,280,875 pieces, 
valued at $43,685,178.80. of which there was 
$30,038,140 in gold coin, %.343.715 in silver dol- 
lars. #7,217,220.90 in subsidiary silver coin and 
£1,086, 102.90 in minor coins. 

During the calendar year 1892 the production 
of precious metals in the United States was 6s- 
timated to be 1,596,375 fine ounces of gold of the 
commercial and coinage value of $33,000,0.0 and 
50,000,000 tine ounces of silver of the bullidn or 
market value of $50,750,000 andof the cothage 
value of $74,989,900. 

THE SHERMAN LAW REPEAL. 

The recent repeal of the provision of law re- 
quiring the purchase of silver bullion by the 
government as a feature of our monetary 
scheme has made an entire chi nge in the com- 
plexion of our currency affairs. The president 
has no doubt that the ultimate result of this ac- 
tion will be most salutary and far-reaching. 

In the nature of things, however, it is im- 
possible to know at this time precisely what 
conditions will be brought about by the 
change, or what, if any, supplementary legisla- 
tion may, in the light of such conditions, ap- 
pear to be essential or expedient. , 

The president favors a general conferenc Bye- 
nations to secure an international agreement 
on the subject of coinage. 

‘GOVERNMENT BONDS. 

The president urges the wisdom of amending 
the existing statutes in regard to the issuing of 
government bonds. The authority now vested 
in the secretary of the treasury to issue bonds 
is not clear as it should be, and the bonds 
authorized are disadvantageous to the govern- 
ment. both as to the time of thelr maturity and 
rate of interest. 

AGAINST EPIDEMICS. 

The president urges amore general and har 
monious system than new exists for the shield 
ing of our covntry from the invasion of dis 
euse. 

THE ARMY. 

The adoption of battallion formations for in- 
fantry regiments, the strengthening of the ar- 
tillery force, the abandonment of smaller and 
unnecessary posts and the massing of the 
troops at important aud accessible stations all 
promise to promote the usefulness of the 
army. In the judgment of army officers, with 
few exception, the operation of the law for- 
bidding the re-enlistment of men after ten 
years’ service tas not proved its wisdom, and 
the president joins in the recommeadation for 
its repeal. 

AGAINST THE FEE SYSTEM, 

The president indorses the report of the at- 
torney-general for the abolition of the vicious 
fee system as applicable to the compensation 
of United States attorneys, marshals, clerks of 
federal courtsand United States commission- 
ers. 

In addition to this reform if another was in- 
augurated which would give to United States 
commmissioners the final disposition of petty 
offenses within the grade of misdemeanors, 
especially those coming under the internal rev- 
enue laws, a great advance would be made to- 
ward a more decent administration of the 
criminal law. 

The president also heartily joins the attor- 
ney-general in recommending legislation fix- 
ing the degrees of the crime of murder within 
federal jurisdiction, as has been done in many 
of the states, authorizing writs of error on be- 
half of the government in cases where final 
judgment {s rendered against the insufficiency 
of anindictment or against the government 
upon any other question arising before actual 
trial: limiting the right of review in cases of 
felony punishable only by fine and imprison- 
ment-to the circuit court of appeals.and making 
speedy provisions for the construction of sucn 
prisons and reformatories as may be necessary 
for the confinement of United States convicts. 

PENSION FRAUDS. 

The discovery having been made that many 
names had been put upon the pension roll by 
means of wholesale and gigantic frauds, the 
commissioner suspended payments upon a 
number of pensions which seemed to be fraud- 
ulent or unauthorized pending a complete ex- 
amination, giving notice to the pensioners, in 
order that they might have an opportunity to 
establish, if possible. the justice of their 
claims, notwithstanding apparent invalidity. 

The president is unable to understand why 
frauds in the pension rolls should not be ex- 
posed and corrected with thoroughness and 
vigor. Every name fraudulently put upon 
these rolls is a wicked imposition upon the 
kindly sentiment in which pensions have 
their origin: every fraudulent pensioner has 
become @ bad citizen; every false oath in sup- 
port of a pension has made perjury more com- 
mon and false and undeserving pensions rob 
the people not only of their money, but of pat- 
riotic sentiment. 

THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 

The solution of the Indian problem depends 
very largely upon good administration The 
personal fitness of agents and their adapta- 
bility to the peculiar duty of caring for their 
wards is of the utmost importance. 

PUBLIC LANDS. 

The vast area of land which but a short time 
ago constituted the public domain is rapidly 
falling into private hands. It-is certain that 
in the transfer the beneficent intention of the 
government to supply from its domain homes 
to the industrious and worthy home seekers is 
often frustrated. Though the speculator, who 
stands with extortionate purpose between the 
land office and those who, with their families, 
are invited by the government to settle on the 
public -lands, is a despicable character who 
ought not to be'tolerated, yet it is difficult to 
thwart his schemes. 

PRESERVING FORESTS. : :

The 
time has come when efficient measures should 
be taken for the preservation of our forests 
from indiscriminate dgstruction and remedy 
for their protection.

CiviL SERVICE INDORSED. 

The céntinued intelligent execution of the 
civil-service law and the increasing approval 
by the people of its operation are most gratify- 
ing. The recent extension of its limitations 
and regulations to the employes at free-delivery 
post offices which has been honestly and prompt- 
ly accomplished by the commission. with the 
hearty co-operation of the postmaster-general, 
is an immensely important udvance in 
the usefulness of the system. The president is 
more than ever convinced of the incalculable 
benefits conferred by vhe civil-service law, not 
only in its effect upon the public service, but, 
also, what is even more important, in its effect 
in elevating the tone of political life generally. 

PUBLIC ECONOMY. 

Economy in public expenditures is a duty 
that can not innocently be neglected by those 
sutrusted with the control of the money drawn 
ffom the people for public uses. It must 


be confessed that our apparently «nd- 
less resources, the familiarity of our 
people with immense accumulations of 


wealth, the growing sentiment among them 
that the expenditure of public money should be 
insome manner to their immediate personal 
advantage, the indirect and almost stealthy 
manner in which a larger part of our taxes are 
exacted and a degenerated sense of official ac- 
countability have led to growing extravagance 
in governmental appropriations. 

At this time when a depleted public treasury 
confronts us, when many of our people ure en- 
gaged in a hard struggle for the necessaries of 
life, and when forced economy is pressing upon 
the great mass of our countrymen, the presi- 
dent urges with all the earnestness at his com- 
mand that congressional legislation will be so 

LIMITED BY STRICT ECONOMY 

As to exhibit an {appreciation of the condi- 
tion of the treasury, and a sympathy with the 
straightened circumstances of our fellow-citi- 
zens. ‘The duty of public economy is also of im- 
mense importance in its intimate and neces- 
Sary relation to the task now in hand of pro- 
viding revenue to meet government expetd!- 
tures and yet reducing the people's burden of 
federal taxation. 

TARIFF REFORM. 

After a Lard struggle. tariff reform is direct- 
ly before us. Nothing so important claims our 
attention 4ud nothing so clearly presents 1t- 
self as both an opportunity and a duty—an 
Opportunity to deserve the gratitude of 
our tellow-citizens and a duty imposed up- 
on us by our oft-repeated professions and by 
the emphatic mandate of the people. After 
full discussioa our countrymen have spoken in 
favor of this reform, and they have confided 
the work of its accomplishment to the hands of 
those who are solemnly pledged to it. 

If there is anything in the theory of a repre- 
sentation in public ee of the people and 
their desires; if public officers are really ser- 
vantsof the people, and if political promises 
and professions have any binding force, vur 
failure to give the relief so long awaited will be 
sheer recreancy. Nothing should intervene to 
distract our attention or disturb our cffort 
until this reform is accomplished by wise and 
careful legislation, 

While we should staunchly adhere to the 
principle that only the necessity of review 
justifies the imposition of tariff duties and 
other federal taxation, and that they should be 
limited by strict aconomy, we can not close 
our eyes to the fact that conditions have 
grown up among us which in justice, fairness 
call for discriminating care in distiibution of 
such duties and taxation as the emergencies of 
our government actually demand, 

Manifestly, if we are to aid the people di- 
rectly through tariff reform, one of its most 
Obvious features should be a reduction in pros- 
ent tariff charges upon the necessaries of life. 
The benefit of such a reduction would be pal- 
pable and  substantfial, seen and felt 
by thousands who would be better fed 
and better clothed and better sheltcred. ‘These 
gifts should be the willing benefactions of a 
government whose highest function is the pro- 
motion of the 


WELFARE OF THE PEOPLE. 


Not less closely related to our people's pros- 
perity and well-being is the removal of fresrtic- 
tions upon the importation of the raw ma- 
terials necessary to our manufactures. The 
world should be open to our national ingenuity 
and enterprise. 

INTERESTS OF LABOR. 

This can not be while federal legislation, 
through the imposition of high tariff. forbids 
to American manufacturers as cheap mate- 
rials as those used by their competitors. It is 
quite obvious that the enhancement of the 
price of our manufactured products resulting 
from the policy not only confines the market 
for these products within our own borders, to 
the direct disadvantage of our manufacturers, 
but also increases their cost to our citizens. 

The interests of labor are certainly though 
indirectly involved in this feature of our tariff 
system. The sharp competition and active 
struggle among our manufacturers to supply 
the limited demand for their goods. soon fill 
the narrow market to which they are con- 
fined. ‘Then follows a suspension of work in 
mills and factories, a discharge of employes, 
and distress in the 

HOMES OF OUR WORKINGMEN. 
Even if the often disproved assertion covld 
be made good that a lower rate of wages 
would result from free raw ma- 
terials and lower tariff duties, the 
intelligence of our workingmen leads them 
quickly to discover that their steady employ- 
ment, permitted by free raw materials, is the 
most important factor in their relation to tariff 
legislation. 
THE WILSON BILL. 

A measure has been prepared by the appro- 
priate congressional committee embodying 
tariff reform on the lines herein suggesied, 
which will be promptly submitted for legisla- 
tive action. “It is the result of much 
Paggge ee? and unselfish work. and I believe 
t deals with its subjectg consistently 
and as thoroughly as existing conditions per- 
mit. I am satisfied that the reduced tariff du- 
ties provided for in the proposed legislation, 
added to existing internal revenue taxation 
will, in the near future, though perhaps not 
immediately, produce sufficent revenue to meet 
the needs of the government. 


THE INCOME TAX. 


The committee, after full consideration, and 
to provide against a temporary deficiency which 
may exist before the business of the country 
adjusts itself to the new tariff schedules, 
has wisely embraced in their plan a few addi- 
tional internal-revenue taxes, including a small 
tax upon incomes derived from certain cor- 
porate investments. 

These new assessments are not only abso- 
lutely just and easily borne, but they have the 
further merit of being such as can be remitted 
without unfavorable business disturbances 
whenever the necessity of their imposition no 
longer exists. : 

“In my great desire for the success of this 
measure, I can not restrain the suggestion 
that its success can only be attained by means 
of unselfish counsel on the part of the friends 
of tariff reform, and asaresult of their wil- 
lingness to subordinate personal desires and 
ambition’ to the general good. The local in- 
terests affected by the proposed reform are so 
numerous and so varied that if all are insisted 
upon, the legislation embodying the reform 
must inevitably fail.” 

THE PRESIDENT'S PLEDGE. 

“In conclusion my intense feeling of respon- 
sibility impels me to invoke for the manifold 
interestsof a generous and confiding people, 
the most scrupulous care and to pledge my 
willing support to every legislative effort for 
the advancement of the greatness and prosper- 
ity of our beloved country.”

TERRIBLE WORK. 





A Morphine Fiend Kills Two of His 


Children and Then Puts a Bullet Into 
His Head—He Evidently Intended to 
Kill All of His Chiidren. 

Erir, Pa., Dec. 5.—Crazed by mor- 
phine, Edward Cady yesterday mur- 
dered two of his children and killed 
himself. It is more than probable 
that he intended to exterminate his 
entire family. Cady had taken mor- 
phine for some years. He was a fiend 
and required a great quantity of the 
drug each day. Before he contracted 
that habit, he was an industrious man, 
and was known among his neighbors 
asa kind and loving husband and in- 
dulgent father. 

Yesterday morning when he went 
out, ostensibly for coal, he ran over toa 
neighbor's house and borrowed a re- 
volver, saying that he wanted to kill a 
cat. He came back tothe house and 
induced his wife to go out. She had 
hardly crossed the threshold when 
Cady pulled the revolver out of his 
pocket anc began the work of slaugh- 
tering his children. He shot his little 
daughter Bertha, who sat working 
some examples on aslate, The bul- 
let hit her in the back of the head and 
tore away a large piece of her skull. 
She died instantly. 

Cady then turned and shot the boy 
Walter. He held the pistol close to the 
little fellow's temple, and he, too, died 
instantly. Cady turned to continue 
his butchery. ‘He pointed the revolver 
at his son Albert, but the boy was too 
quick for him, and jumped through 
the door before the father could fire. 
Albert called wildly for his mother, 
and she rushed into the house. The 
crazy father was ready to sacrifice his 
remaining child, the baby Hazel, who 
stood watching him in mute astonish- 
ment. 

As Mrs, Cady ran shrieking into the 
room, Cady turned the revolver from 
the baby and pointed it at his own 
head. He pulled the trigger and sent 
a bullet crushing through his brain. 
He dropped dead tothe floor, falling 
across the body of Bertha. 

Mrs. Cady gave an alarm and then 
swooned. She has not since regained 
consciousness. 

Cady was 42 years of age. Until the 
morphine habit got control of him he 
was considered a man of more than or 
dinary intelligence.

A Jury Secured and the Case Ready for 
Trial—-The Three New Jurymen of a 
Much Better Order Than Their Prede- 
cessors. 

CuicaGgo, Dee. 5.—Two more citizens 

summoned to appear for jury service 
in Judge ‘Tuthill’s court yesterday, an- 
swered satisfactorily all the searching 
interrogatories put to them by court 
and counsel touching the Cronin case.

Another, C. Holsman, of Partridge, is 
a well-to-do real estate dealer, who 
told a friend after being summoned 
that he “hoped he would not have to 
serve’ on account of the time it would 
take from his business. 
t Theacceptance of the three as jurors 
was followed by a consultation be- 
tween court and counsel, at which the 
attorneys agreed to Judge Tuthill’s 
measure of precaution that the jurors 
should not be sworn until to-day, 
when the other nine jurors will be 
present. In the meantime city de- 
tectives would make sure that the new 
jurors are all right. They were or- 
dered to be kept under guard at the 
hotel, apart from the nine who have 
been sworn in. 

During the day the state and defense 
used their last peremptory challenge, 
and it was not long after that when 
the jury was secured. 

Kickham Scanlan, on behalf of the 
state, will outline the evidence to be 
presented tothe jury when the court 
opens this morning, and he expects to 
speak about two hours. Then the in- 
troduction of evidence will begin, prob- 
ably with the testimony of Mr. and 
Mrs. Conklin, in regard to the disap- 
pearance of Dr. Cronin with the man 
in the buggy drawn by the white 
horse. 

It is understood that Alfred S.,Trude, 
president of the board of education, 
who has just declined the democratic 
nomination for mayor,is acting as 
counsel for Coughlin, but will not ap- 
pear in court unless to make one of the 
closing speeches to the jury. 


PROF. TYNDALL DEAD.

Passing Away of the Noted English 
Physicist—His American Tour, His Gen- 
erosity and His Literary Productions. 
Lonpon, Dee. 5.—Prof. Tyndall died 

last night at his home at ‘*Halsemere,” 

Surrey. He had long been ail- 

ing, and recently his vitality decreased 

steadily. His death was hastened by 

a severe cold. 

In 1872 Prof. Tyndall made a tour of 
the United States. His earnings on 
this tour were $23,000, most of which 
he devoted to founding scientific schol- 
arships at Harvard, Columbia and the 
university of Pennsylvania. 

Prof. Tyndall held several public 
oftces of an educational ‘nature, but 
he resigned them all in 188%. Among 
his works are “Light,” ‘‘Sound,” 
‘Faraday as a Discoverer” and ‘The 
Forms of Water in Clonds and Rivers, 
Ice and Glaciers.”

Minister Willis Awaiting Further 2 


tions from Washington Before Execut- 
ing Former Orders, Unexpected Con- 
tingencies, of Which Neither He Nor 


the United States Government Had 
Knowledge, Having Arisen. 
Porr Townsend, Wash., Dec. 6.— 


Further advices from Honolulu apper- 
taining to the political affairs of the 
islands were received yesterday by the 
barkentine Klickatat, which arrived 
Monday night. Minister Willis au- 
thorized the interview in the Star, 
which allayed public feeling and re- 
stored general confidence in the com- 
mercial affairs of the islands. The 
queen’s supporters continued, how- 
ever, to aver that the American 
minister would be severely repri- 
manded for not obeying the in- 
structions of the state department, 
which, as it emanates from one or two 
of Lilioukalani’s closest advisers, was 
to the effect that Willis bad imperative 
instructions to restore and recognize 
the monarchical government. ‘These 
assertions, together with Willis’ re- 
marks that unexpected contingen- 
cies had arisen, of which the | gov- 
ernment or himself had no knowledge, 
and which were of sufficient import- 
ance tocause bim to alter his plans 
and send dispatches to Washington 
city for further instructions, were 
taken as indicating that Willis had or- 
ders to restore the queen. 

It was believed in Honolulu that 
Wilhs went down there to wipe out the 
provisional government and that his 
instructions were based upon a sup- 
posed state of affairs, which, upon in- 
vestigation, Willis found did not exist. 
This supposition is further veritied by 
the remark made to Capt. Cutler, of 
of the Klickatat by Willis when he 
said he was surprised to meet so many 
broad-minded law-abiding and_ thor- 
oughly intelligent people in Hawaii. 

Willis is religiously inclined, and to 
a considerable extent associated with 
the missionary elements in the islands, 
and came in contact with the ablest 
men in Honolulu, all of whom are 
strongly opposed to unchaste conduct. 
‘This class of citizens took particularly 
good care to see that Willis was cor- 
rectly informed of certain facts that 
Blount did not choose to consider. 

After the steamer Alameda sailed for 
San Franciseo, and up to the time the 
Klickatat departed for this port, a 
spirit of uneasiness had prevailed lest 
Willis was trying to throw the friends 
of the provisional government off their 
guard and permit the royalists to gain 
possession of the government building. 
The commandant of the troops was in- 
structed to have two companies under 
arms night and day. While Capt. Cut- 
ler was visiting Commander Barker of 
the United States man-of-war Phila- 
adelphia, November 17, an officer came 
aboard from the Adams and asked if a 
short leave was to be permitted. Bar- 
ker replied ‘‘No,” and that crews 
should be held in readiness to land at 
a moment's notice. From his general 
demeanor, Cutler said it was easy to 
see that the commander of the Phila- 
delphia anticipated trouble ashore. 

Some friends of the provisional gov- 
ernment reported that the royalists 
were holding a secret meeting at Wash- 
ington place, where the queen resided. 
NextZday many of the queen’s support- 
ers offered wagers of $500 that she 
would be restored in less than one vear. 

Willis told Capt. Cutler just before 
he sailed that the United States govr- 
ernment ought to take decisive and im- 
mediate action, as the present policy 
was ruining business on these islands, 

Paul Neuman, a young lawyer, who 
visited Washington recently as the le- 
gal representative of Lilioukalani, was 
quoted as saying that be did not care 
if the queen was not restdred. The 
present government, Cutler said, had 
demonstrated its ability to govern the 
islands in an economical and business- 
like manner, and all citizens agree in 
saying that the provisional govern- 
ment is the best the islands have ever 
had. 

The Honolulu Commercial Advertiser 
of the 18th, two days after Willis sent 
out the statement to the public rela- 
tive to his instructions from Washing- 
ton and his determination to await 
further advices before attempting to 
execute orders, came out in a strong 
editorial and said: 

United States Minister Willis was no doubt 
accurately reported the other day when he de- 
clared that until he heard from Washington 
no change will take place in the present situa- 
tion nor any be allowed. He added that any 
attempt made by any person or persons to 
make trouble will be promptiy checked 
and punished. Were the representatives of 
any other power near the Hawaiian govern- 
ment to make such a declaration there is no 
doubt not only this government, but that of the 
United States would resent it in an energetic 
manner as unlawful. We do not question the 
propriety of Mr. Willis’ declaration; we s!m- 
ply point out that the government of the 
United States holds itself charged with the 
special duty of maintaining public order and 
security in Hawaii: To this extent America 
already exercises a partial protectorate over 
the country. : 

The paper further says that ex-Minis- 
ter Stevens was merely performing his 
duty and obeying the standing order 
of the state department issued in 1887 
by Secretary Bayard to the American 
minister in Honolulu, and caused to be 
given to the naval forces there, when- 
ever necessary for the maintenance of 
public order.” 

Stevens has been abused, the paper 
says, by the present administration for 
obeying President Cleveland’s explicit 
orders. If Minister Stevens is to be 
blamed for his interposition last Jan- 
unary, then mueh more is Minister Wil- 
lis to be censured for threatening to 
punish the disturbers of the peace, 
which Stevens never did,”

When 
the bill is put upon its final passage the 
committee amendments, if any, will be 
disposed of first, and then individnal 
senators will have opportunity to offer | 
amendments and call for the yeas and 


nays. 

Rematee Aldrich, the highest Repub- 
lican tariff authority on the finance com 
mittee, was asked how much time for 
debate the Republican senators wo... 
ask, He replied: | 

‘'That matter has not been considered. 
There should be no undue haste. It isa. 
measure affccting the welfare of the: 
whole country, and should be thoroug ly | 
discussed, Itissafe to assume thiit it | 
will be so discussed. The senate dela-: 
ted the McKinley bill three months, aud | 
our Democratic friends did not thiak | 
that toolong. I should not care to pre- | 
dict whether the senate will take a s!ior- | 
terora longer time to dispose of the 
Wilson bill than was consumed on the | 
McKinley bill. But there should be, | 
and I think there will be, full discussion | 
of the Wilson bill by the senate.

Underhand Methods of the Democratic 
Administration. 

Mr. Cleveland has not been frank 
with the United States nor just to 
Hawaii in this or any step he has taken 
iu dealing with the Hawaiian over- 
tures. He has seemed to approach the 
subject from an objectionable point ot 
view. In the foreign policy of every 
government that respects itself and 
proposes to command the respect of 
others there must be continuity of pur- 
pose. Brought suddenly to confront 
the Hawaiian question, President Har- 
rison settled it promptly, and on the 
lines from which American diplomacy 
had never veered in half a century. 
But Mr. Cleveland, though he found it 
settled and in no condition that called 
for action on his part, suddenly re- 
versed his predecessor's time-honored 
policy and from no apparent motive of 
public welfare. Without a word of ex- 
planation he withdrew the carefully 
negotiated treaty of annexation then 
before the senate. He dispatched to 
Hawaii a commissioner, whose extraor- 
dinary and unconstitutional powers had 
to be ‘learned by the American people 
from publications in Hawaiian newspa- 
pers. Then, after hauling down the 
American flag, and withdrawing our 
marines from Hawaiian soil, without 
indicating what these acts portended; 
after months of delay and evasion; 
after waiting until congress had ad- 
journed, so that there could be no offi- 
cial discussion of his policy, or what- 
ever else it may be called; after wait- 
ing until the elections were over, 80 
that there could be no popular expres- 
sion upon it, he has his secretary of 
state write him a letter accusing Presi- 
dent Harrison of stupidity and his min- 
ister at Honolulu of falsehood and mal- 
administration, without giving out one 
syllable of the evidence claimed to ex- 
ist to support allegations so grave! 

Mr. Gresham's statement is the Ka- 
naka case in its extremest form. What 
it rests on other than the complaints 
of a group:of immoral, idolatrous and 
semi-civilized people, and the repre- 
sentations of asugar speculator, who 
wishes the government to be sordid 
and incompetent that he may control 
it, Mr. Cleveland does not permit us 
to know. But whatever he knows that 
we do not, he knew when he received 
a minister from the provisional govern- 
mentat Honolulu. He knew it when 
he gave exequaturs to its consuls, and 
he knew and must have considered it 
when he sent out Minister Willis ac- 
credited to that government. Howev- 
er it came to be established, established 
it is; and it exists to day as the only 
and acknowledged government of Ha- 
waii—acknowledged by us and by every 


Kor the United States now to 
adopt the policy which (fr. Gresham 
is permitted te propose, and forcibly 
to put down this government and to 
setup that of the ignorant and vicious 
creatures whose preposterous beha- 
vior caused the revolution, would be to 
do all that Mr. Gresham charges 
against Mr. Stevens—all that and much 
that is worse. It would be to put 
down a good government and set up 
a bad one; to destroy republican insti- 
tutions administered by intelligent and 
public-spirited men and to set up a 
monarchy administered by a woman to 
whose character silence is mercy and 
by a group of knaves and superstitious 
savages. It would be to blow out the 
lights of progress and Christian devel- 
opment ina land now moving briskly 
forward. It would be to surrender all 
the public rights which every president 
since John Quiney Adams, and every 
secretary cf state since Webster and 
Marey—democrat, whig or republican 
—have prized and guarded as of the 
highest value to our commercial and 
political welfare. It will notdo, Let 
the people give to Mr. Cleveland the 
enlightenment he seems to seek with- 
out the candor tocall for it. American 
bayonets uplifting and upholding a 
monarchy, and sucha monarchy, would 
be a source of universal ridieule.—N.

Tariff Uncertainty. 

Election returns compiled from the 
sixteen leading manufacturing cities of 
Massachusetts show a net republican 
gain of {8,712 votes inone year. The 
cities are Fall River, New Bedford, Hav- 
erhill, Lawrence, Lynn, Salem, Holy- 
oke, Springfield, Cambridge, Lowell, 
Waltham, Brockton, Boston, Fitch- 
burg aud Worcester. In these cities 
the total vote for the democratic can- 
didate for governor last year was 99,- 
840, republican, 80,916; this year the 
total republican vote was 86,426; 
democratic, 85,658. In these cities 
it was the revolt of the work- 
ing classes against free trade. It 
was a battle of ballots and for bread. 
In all of these cities the wheels of the 
mills have been stopped as a direct re- 
sult of tariff uncertainty and the fear 
of free trade. With the promise of bet- 
ter times these mills will start up 
again, and with the congressional vic- 
tory which will be achieved next year 
new impetus will be given to employ- 
ment and wages will be graduaily 
lifted back to the point from which 
they have fallen since the free trade 
victory of 1892.—Iowa State Register. 








Grover's Autocracy. 

Those who have followed closely the 
course of President Cleveland since his 
inauguration, last March, will not beat 
all surprised at his determination to 
restore the Hawaiian queen to her 
throne. Mr. Cleveland's sympathy 
goes out to all monarchs in distress. 
He knows how it is himself. He 
has made himself dictator of his 
party. He has arrogated to himself 
privileges, powers and immunities 
which no president heretofore has ven- 
tured to assert. He has withdrawn 
himself from the people and their 
representatives, and issues his orders 
from a mysterious seclusion, regardless 
of everything but his own will Evi- 
dently Mr. Cleveland favors antocracy 
in government, since he practices it 
himself.

A GREAT LESSON. 


Incapable Democrats Destray the Confl- 
dence of the People. 

If the democrats do not wish the 
crushing defeats they have suffered at 
the late elections to be only the begin- 
ning of a series of similar defeats, they 
must, above all things, look the truth 
as to the causes of the disaster straight 
in the face. It will do them no good 
to accept the explanation of the bosses, 
who, in order to call away popular at- 
tention from their own misdoings, pre- 
tend that the great overthrow was 
wholly owing to the “bad times,” for 
which the ruling party was always, no 
matter how unreasonably, held respon- 
sible. If there had been only a change 
of some thousand votes from the dem- 
ocratic to the republican side, the busi- 
ness troubles disturbing the popular 
mind might be held accountable for it. 
But great political upheavals are not 
explained in such a way, especially 
when they occur in ‘‘off years,” 
when ordinarily the interest in politics 
is but languid. 

The truth is that the democratic party 
has in a conspicuous manner failed 
to justify the confidence of many good 
citizens who last year, at the presiden- 
tial election, gave it their support. 
The business disturbance would not 
have produced such sweeping political 
effects had the party in power—that is, 
the majority of the democrats in con- 
gress—shown themselves capable of 
dealing with the most pressing prob- 
lem of the time as sagaciously, vigor- 
ously and promptly as the crisis de- 
manded. Itis true the final repeal of 
the Sherman act satisfied the immedi- 
ate requirement of the day. But this 
result is generally believed to be due 
to the unwavering firmness of the 
president, and not to the wisdom of 
the democratic majority. It produced 
much more the impression of a 
lucky escape than of an_ act 
performed by the party in vower 
according to a _ well-settled  pol- 
icy. The public mind has conceived 
a serious misgiving as to what the 
democratic majority would do when 
unrestrained by a very vigorous execu- 
tive leadership. And here a word to 
our southern friends is in order. Their 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress who, either from natural mud- 
die-headedness or from cowardly dread 
of the populist movement in their 
states, abet those financial heresies 
which have become so dangerous to 
our honor and prosperity as a nation, 
are in a fair way again to ruin the 
democratic party in the confidence of 
the northern people, 2nd thereby in the 
whole country, as thoroughly as it was 
ruined during the civil war and for 
many years afterwards. In the demo- 
cratic defeats this autumn they should 
recognize the beginning of a revival of 
that fatal distrust whieh, when fully 
developed, will utterly destroy foi’ an 
indefinite time the prospects of any 
party against which it is aroused. 

If the democratic party wishes to re- 
main astrong factor in American poli- 
tics, it will have todisarm that distrust 
by a wise treatment of the financial 
problems still to be solved, and by the 
fulfillment of the promises with regard 
to the tariff policy which found so 
much favor with the people in the na- 
tional elections of 1890 and 1892. It 
can no longer stake its fortunes upon 
the esteem in which Mr. Cleveland is 
held, for he will not remain its leader 
much longer; and besides, the prestige 
of his name, too, has been impaired by 
his deplorable action in the Van Alen 
case, and by the spoils politics which 
his administration has been carrying 
on. These things have played a sub- 
ordinate, although by no means unim- 
portant, part in the recent election, 
but they will show their full effect 
when public attention is no longer di- 
verted from them by questions of im- 
mediate urgency.—Harper's Weekly.

HOME HINTS AND HELPS. 


—Beet Salad: Slice cold boiled beets 
and mix with them a dressing made of 
a teacupful of acid cream, a teaspoon- 
ful each of salt and sugar, and three 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar.—Farm, Field 
and Fireside. 

—Quince Honey: Three quinces; cut 
up with skins on, and boil until tender, 
then press throngh a strainer. Add 
one and one-half pints of water, three 
and three-quarter cupfuls of white su- 
gar, and boil fifteen minutes. It will 
be a light pink color.—Good House- 
keeping. $ 

—Oyster Sausages: Chop a pint of 
oysters with one-quarter pound each of 
veal and suet. Mix with an equal 
amount of bread crumbs, pound all in 
a mortar, and add two beaten eggs and 
salt and pepper to taste. Mould into 
balls or flat cakes, roll in eggs, then in 
bread crumbs or cracker dust and fry 
to a nice brown in hot fat, like dough- 
nuts.—Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Cornstarch Pudding: One quart of 
milk, four eggs, four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, one tablespoonful cornstarch. 
Beat yolks, sugar and flour together. 
Boil the milk and pour on the custard, 
put on the stove and stir constantly 
until thick as soft custard, then pour 
into a dish. Beat the whites to a froth, 
with four tablespoonfuls of sugar, flavor 


With vanilla, put on the custard and 


place in the ovena few minutes.—Farm 
and Fireside. 

—Cranberry Sauce: Boil cranberries 
without sugar; when cool pass them 
through acolander. This removes the 
tough, indigestible skins, and the sauce 
becomes a smooth mass. Add sugar 
and again heat. My brother-in-law 
always likes cranberry sauce served 
with fried liver, and eaten as a sort of 
relish. The sauce must be cold, very 
thick, and not quite as sweet as for or- 
dinary sauce eaten with bread and but- 
ter. Cranberries keep fairly well spread 
out thinly in a cool place.—Rural New 
Yorker. 

—Milk Bread: One quart of milk 
scalded and cooled, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, melted in the hot milk, one 
tablespoonful of sugar, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one compressed yeast cake, 
twelve or fourteen cups of flour. Meas- 
ure the milk after scalding and put it 
into the mixing bowl; add the butter, 
sugar and salt. When cool, add the 
yeast, dissolved in a little lukewarm 
water, and then stir in the flour, adding 
it gradually, after eleven cups are in, 
that it may not be too stiff, use just 
enough to knead it. Knead until 
smooth and elastic. Cover, let it rise 
tilllight, cut it down, divide into parts, 
shape into loaves or biscuit. Let it 
rise again in the pans. Bake forty or 
fifty minutes. Dainty little loaves for 
a small family can be made by baking 
the bread in empty baking powder 
boxes.—Boston Budget. 





COMFORT IN THE NURSERY. 





A Suggestion for Furnishing the Children’s 
Special Room. 

A bamboo screen with silk curtains, 
or better still, those of some washable 
material, is a most useful adjunct. It 
can be used to shield the crib froma 
draught, to screen a corner, or shut off 
the washstand when it is in use. 

If the nursery is far from the kitchen 
a small refrigerator will be found a 
great convenience. Tin ones can be 
purchased for about three dollars that 
answer the purpose admirably. There 
is room for the supply of milk for the 
day, beside the ice, and they are easily 
kept in perfect order. 

If the baby is fed on artificial food 
some means should be provided for 
heating it; am alcohol lamp, a con- 
trivance to fit on the gas burner, or a 
covered saucepan alone, if there is an 
open fire. 

No nursery should be without a ther- 
mometer, and when ,it varies much 
from sixty-eight degrees the source of 
heat must be attended to. 

A clock is always interesting and 
amusing to children, and as they grow 
older is useful in teaching them to tell 
time. 

Beside a eloset for the playthings 
that are owned and used in common, 
each child should have a receptacle for 
its own peculiar treasures, which it 
should be required to keep in order. 
The top of the chiffonier is a good lodg- 
ing place for the fragile belongings 
whose destruction by the heedless 
younger ones is always to heart-break- 
ing to the careful owner. A low cup- 
board, divided into compartments, is 
the best if it can be had. A small 
bookcase must not be forgotten, with 
room for the toy books of the babies, 
as wellas for the books of the other 
members of the nursery.—Elizabeth 
Robinson, in Ladies’ Home Journal.
